9. Lime-Treeis a {mall Lemon-Treez it is of no great higneſs; 
the deſcriprion you may finde in Hughs's 4merican Phyſitian, 
P- 48. Of theſe are an infinite number in. this INand. The 
Fruit affords a herrer 74:ce in moſt mens judgments rhan the 
great Lemoa 5 of which the Inhabitants make Puxch, and alſo 
tend much into forren parts for Sz/e , or Preſeats. No man 
willingly will go to Sea withour ſome pall.zs of the Fre boyl'd 
and clarified, and ſo put up. Mr. H.gks ſays he has frequently 
proved ir of excellent effect againſt rhe Scryrvy, and againſt 
Feavouts, &c. perhaps one great reaſon of the Healthfalzeſs 
of the Inhabitants of rhat N»ble Iſland. 

10. Catz#4,is 4 large Tree whoſe Bloſſom is zs ſweer as 0- 
range fluwcr, and irs Fruit is as big as a K atherrne-Pear , and 
vields a Crd: very gocd againſt the Drops, which will keep 
two or three years, 2nd grow ſtrong as nhite-rine.

12 Sowcr-(op, is a Tree as big as our Cherry-Tree, and bears 
a great Fruit all pumpled withour,and very green when ripe, 
wthich is known only by its /eftze#, and then it yields a moſt 
rfreſhizg Zuice,much defired 12 a hor afternoon, - 
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13 Cuſtard- Apple, is a like Tree and Fruit 3 only this is 
ſweet, ar d as pleaſar.t and ſoit within, as any of our City: Cu- 
(tards, and being ſeparared from irs black Seeds and 'Rind, 
ard ſo {erved in, it hathnot been thought otherwiſe by many 
new COmers. 

14. Gyaver-Trie : This is a ſmall Tree,and bears an Apple 
of an crcinary bigneſs, full of Ixtle whzte ſeeds , containing 
very /cfr 7uuce, pleaſanc ro eat, and very wholſom. Some 
are #4, owe / hite, lor-e Vellontſh 5 the Rid are belt, and of 
theſe ih; good Houtwives make Tarts. 

15. Chor Tieis, firlt planred here by the dzrefion and ap- 
priatment of the hour curable Sir Tho. Mody/ord, The Cherry- 
Trees that came from Baroados thrive well in Zamazrra, and 
bear a very fire Tart Cherry neer as big as our Engliſh May- 
cherry : they Fear all the year long. There is a binde of a 
Chir1y found in th's Tfland,bur it is canmy, iM-taſted, and very 
few eat of them.

19. Date-Tree : The Date-Tite is juſt like the Marraw, full 
of Prichtes 5 which thrive well, and bear ſtore of Dates. 

20. Plantan-Tiee: This Tree is about ten or twelve foot 
high, and bears oze bunch of excellent Fruit, and dyes ; and 
out of his Stock come many young Syrouts, which do the 
like. This is an excellent Frurt, I may ſay Fool: for it feeds 
the Slaves, and makes them f/irozg ro work. When ripe, 
che Rizd is yellow, and the bunch of Fruit conſiſts of , from 
fifry, ro an hundried fingers , in ſhape and bignels like our 
Fleh puddings. One Acre of theſe Trzcs will ſerve frye Negros 
a whole ear, and fo in proportion A well-rrder'd Plantatio 
on is not without twenty or torty Acres of rheie. 

21. Bonano- Tree : This Tree 1s of like nature and form 
with the Plaztan , but not /o hearty 2 it is rather uled for 
Tarts and Regalio's, The Sparzards always oreab the Fruit, 
thinking it a Sacrzledze to cut it, becaule there appears or 
each end cut, a perfett Cruczfix. | And here it may not he 
amiſs to preſent you with a few lines of Mr. Z:gor in his 
Hiſtory of Barbados, relating to this Curious , perhaps wor = 
derful Tree. This Tree ( ſaith he ) wants little or the Beawy 
of the Planrane, asit avpears upon the 270.nd 18 ats full growth :

23. Aanchineel-'[ree, is 2 great Tree, and bears a lovely 
Apple ro look on,bur taſted b/z7tsrs the rongue : and in quan- 
tity IS 7anb Poy/oa , with which many new Comers are de- 
ceived, Mr. Huz/s ſays, that upon this, and other Trees 
which are Poyſoz, the Fow!s of the air will neither ſettle, nor 
ver the Hays eat of their Fru;r: of which Creatures men may 
learn to avoid them. He commends the Maachznello- Apples 
for to be uied in good Oprativ? M arceees. 

24. Cober-Plum, is a very pleaſant and wholſom Fruit, ard 
may be well preſerved. 

25. Bead-'Tree : The Fead-Tree is a ſmall Tree that bears a 
pretty Brad which is red, with a little black head., and very 
hard, and will wear as long as Pomaz/ey. 

26. Coral, is a little Tree which bears an hard f/rzty Frutt, 
white and red, like Coral for ſhew 3 no /Yertues being yer 
diſcover'd in them. 

27. Feſſmmine: The 7:/ſimine-Tice is bur ſmall , bearing a 
little ſÞurgey green leaf , ſome of them bearing red , others 
white Flawers, of afat ſubſtance, wondertully ſweer-{cented. 
It flouriſheth all the year. | Mr. Hughs ſays the Inhabitants 
gather the Flowers, and thereof make a wonderful ſweet Ow, 
very thick, almoſt like ro 7ſim;ne-batter : then do they with 
a [ſweet Gum,and Odoriferous Powaders,temper it until it become 
like unto /oft wax, or Paſt of teveral colours, and every co- 
lour of different ſcent made up by it ſelf, and all exceeding 
[iveet 3 this Gy! being the Baſis or chief zngreazeat , they pur 
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into Szlver or Tortors-ſhel Boxes, wherem are ſeveral partitions 
which will there keep good for ſome years : and thele Pe- 
fumes are of great value. And when they make uſe of them, 
they take a little of any one of them , and rub it between 
their hands, and it will preſently p:1fume a whole room. T 
once met ( faith he ) with a G:rmarn aboard a Ditchnaen of 
War , that had the like Perfume of f1x forts , who told me 
that it came from the Zaft-Indzes : and he was perſwaded 
that this Oyl ( before it was made up into Paſt ) was ſuch as 
that precious Oyntment or Sprkenard fo much uled amongſt 
the 7ews, eſpecially at the 64rzal of their Dead. ] 

28. Tamariad . This is a fair large Tree, bearing Leaves 
like our Box-T/et, bur being raſted, is as{ower as S57re! 5 and 
once a year ir brings forth a black Cod as long as our Bran- 
cod, and within it a Seed as big as a Bean, the Cover whereof 
is of excellent ule in Feavours , an4 hath been fold at four 
ſhilliags a pound. 

29, Caſſia : The Caſſs2-Tre? is nigh as large, and hath a 
Bloſſom like eur Flag-flower, and afrer that produceth a 
black Cane of abour a foot long, in which is contained thar 
precious Pu/p,told here {omerimes for rwo ſhillings fix pence 
the pound, 

30. Piemeato : The Piemento is a larg? Tree, and very goad 
Timber : of this may be made Beams thirty toor long, and 
about eighteen inches ſquare. This Tree beareth excellent 
Jamaica Pepper. 

31. Cocgo-Tee, is about the bigneſs of a Cherry-Tre2 , and 
bears a purple Cod as big as a mans fiſt 3 and in ir are about 
thirty or forty white Kirnels , from whence is made the ex- 
cellenr Drink of Chocolat?z. Every Tree produceth about 
eight pound of theſe Secds when cured, which is now worth 
thirry pound per Cent. | 

32. Cotten-Trees, are like to Riſe-buſh's, which every year 
bring a Crop of Cotter-/v99l,worth eight pence or nine pence 
per pound, One Acre of theſe Trees will yield five hundred 
Weight. 

33. Silb-cotten-Tree, is a very lars Tree, and will cut three 
foor Plazb : Ic bears that Cottes which the Indian-Gowns are 
lined with, Of the body of this Tree, they make Canvas. 

34+ Cinamon-Bark, 1s a ſmall tree, whole Bark peel'd off, 
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and laid in the Sun, roles vp, and loobs and t47; like Cinamon.
